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1983 Tiger Football Outlook

Jim Gilstrap is a football coach by trade — not a carpenter nor architect. 

Nonetheless, he is keenly aware of the rebuilding job he faces with his Fort 
Hays State University Tigers in 1983. 

After compiling their second consecutive winning season last fall (6-3-1 ) — the 
first time since the 1 966-67 campaigns — Gilstrap and Co know they have some 
big gaps to fill if they hope to make it three winners in a row. 

Gilstrap and his staff must find replacements for eight offensive and eight defen- 
sive seniors, who used up their eligibility after last season. Included among the 
fist of missing starters is All-America wide receiver Tony Workman; split end James 
Davis, who signed with Houston Oilers; defensive end Harold Dumas, who is now 
a Miami Dolphin; honorable mention All-America punter/defensive back Ron 
Johnson; tailback Jeff Briggs; and quarterback Mike Moore. 

The Tigers also lost senior returning defensive tackle Toby Boydston, who was 
forced to quit footbatl because of reoccurring knee problems 

Still, Gilstrap is optimistic. 

“We lost 16 good football players, but we are by no means bankrupt /' said 
Gilstrap, who enters his third year at the Tigers 1 controls. 

We’ve got some talent coming back and we’ve brought in some kids that are 
good footbaii players. We think they'll fit in immediately/’ 

Gilstrap is expecting a squad of 90 to report Aug, 13 when the Black and Gold 
opens its pre-season workouts. 

" We’ re very happy with our recruiting and feel it was successful/ 5 Gilstrap said. 
"We’ll be a young team that we hope will get better as the season goes along, 

"When spring ended, the defense was ahead of the offense, ft made a little 
better progress. We expect our defense to be good in our league.” 

Gilstrap has four areas of concern — quarterback, the offensive line, wide 
receiver and the defensive secondary. 

Perhaps the most scrutinized area of FHSU’s reconstruction will be at quarter- 
back, where sophomore Robert Long will take over. 

Long was the onfy signal caller to participate in spring workouts and was given 
an intense crash-course in quarterbacking under the close supervision of the Tigers 
coaching staff. 

“Robert has the talent to be real good/ 1 Gilstrap said. ‘But, we’ve got to bring 
him along on a solid foundation, 

“He's got the poise and athletic abifity to be one of the better quarterbacks 
in our conference. At the same time, we have to remember he’s a sophomore.” 

Long, a native of Macon, MO„ completed 1 7-of-38 passes last fall for 293 yards 
and four touchdowns. 

Backup support wiil be provided by one of two standout freshman quarterbacks 
signed during the winter — John Tacha of Norton and Victoria's Jeff Miller. 

The second area of concern is the offensive fine t where three starters have 
moved on. 

Senior tackles Richard Lowe and Paul Lorenson — a pair of 340-pound 
workhorses — return along with junior Cecilio Balderrama. Finding replacements 
at center and both guard slots is one of Giist rap s top priorities. 

Junior Pat Martin is slated for duty at center and will be backed up by Garden 
City Juco transfer Derreck Newsome and Hays sophomore Greg Flax. 

One guard positron will be manned by senior Mark Witte, who was successfully 
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moved from nose guard during the spring. The other spot is up for grabs between 
sophomore John Phillips and Hutchinson juco transfer Roger Linder. 

The third problem area, to a lesser degree, is wide receiver where Workman, 
Davis, Steve Wagner and tight end Tim Graber were lost 

The flanker slot appears solid with sophomores Bob Clay. Ralph Humphrey and 
David Linn all in the running for a starting berth. Clay had an outstanding spring 
f while Humphrey fashioned a season-best 24-0 distance in the long jump for the 
FHSU track team. 

One of the three flankers may be moved to split end along with freshman Mark 
Adair. Freshman standout Kelly Barnard from Norton will also see duty along with 
classmates Barry Steffen (Pawnee Heights) and Jay Simmons (Highland, lnd.)> 

Tight end Clay Manes, who caught eight passes for 102 yards two touchdowns 
last year, will more than adequately fill the tight end hole as he moves into the 
starting lineup this fall. 

The tailback position appears solid, led by returning junior starter Marty 
Boxberger, Boxberger was the Tigers 1 leading rusher last fall with 528 yards. He 
also scored two touchdowns. 

Backing up Boxberger will be junior college speedster Terry Thomas from Grand 
Rapids (Mich.) Community College. 

Lee Walker, a sturdily built transfer from Highland juco, will take over the fullback 
duties replacing Chris Honas who has been moved back to linebacker, Dodge City 
juco transfer Monty Bechard and McCook, Neb., freshman standout Kevin Kler 
will provide backup. 

Highly-touted Lincoln High School sensation Sam Holloway, who will be a 
freshman, will see duty somewhere in the backfield, according to Gilstrap. 

Defensively, the Tigers return three starters, led by Honas. Also returning is 
senior cornerback Tracy Harris and senior linebacker Darryl Dumas. 

Honas, who will be a junior, was a starter at linebacker two years ago but played 
fullback last year. He was the Tigers 1 second leading rusher, gaining 347 yards 
and scoring two touchdowns. 

"Chris fit in like he’d never left," Gilstrap said. "He’s a natural. He has all the 
talent necessary to be a pro prospect." 

Dumas, who started in 1981 , returns after sitting out a year due to an injury. 
Darryl is the twin brother of Tiger standout Harold Dumas. Senior Brad Wilkinson 
will also see plenty of work. 

Harris is the lone returnee in the defensive backfield. but the Tigers appear to 
have filled in the gaps nicely. 

Joining the speedy Harris will be sophomore cornerback Scott Morehead. Junior 
Pat Poore will open at free safety, while Dodge City juco transfer Mark Deterding 
— the brother of former Tiger defensive lineman Bruce Deterding — and senior 
Vernon Dozier will battle for the strong safety spot. Dozier played for FHSU two 
years ago, but sat out last season, 

, Four players are in the running for the two starting defensive end jobs, including 

seniors Rusty Cole and Rene Ford and junior college transfers Steve Clowes from 
New Mexico Military Institute and Dodge City juco's Mark Brzon. 

The defensive tackle positions will be manned by senior Tim McCarty, 240 lb. 
transfer from Memphis State, and Butler County juco transfer Dan Beaty (230). 

The kicking game is in the capable hands of senior Mike Ellsworth, who's been 
booting the ball for FHSU the past three seasons. Ellsworth connected on 1 7-OL20 
extra points and 9-of-14 field goals last season. Howard Putter will back him up, 

Johnson, who averaged 39.2 yards a punt last season, will likely be replaced 
by Long. Long averaged 41 yards a kick last fall for the Tiger junior varsity. Ellsworth 
and freshman Ron Sturgeon may also see some duty. 

Junior Max Wyler will open at nose guard and will be pushed by John Gambina, 
a transfer from Moorpark (Calif.) juco.

Jim Gilstrap ... Head Coach 


Jim Gilstrap enters the 1983 campaign 
as one of the Tigers' most successful 
football coaches in recent history. Under 
his guidance, FHSU has posted back-to- 
back winning season’s (1 981 = 6-5; 1982 
= 6-3-1) which is a feat that hadn’t been 
matched since 1966. 

The popular South Bend, Indiana, 
native came to Fort Hays State in 1980 
as an assistant coach, in 1981 Gilstrap 
was promoted to head coach, replacing 
Bobby Thompson. In the transaction, 
Gilstrap became FHSU’s 16th head football coach. 

Prior to coming to FHSU, Gilstrap served two seasons as offensive line 
coach at Western Michigan. He also has coaching experience at Kansas 
State, Edinboro State, Illinois State, Case Western Reserve, and Culver 
Military Academy. The past summer he was selected to coach the defen- 
sive line of the Saskatchewan Roughriders in their pre-season camp. 

Gilstrap holds a Masters degree in Education from Southern Illinois and 
his Bachelors degree from Western Michigan in English and Physical 
Education.

Fees at FHSU are comparable to other state-assisted institutions in 
Kansas and considerably less than at most private schools. Fall semester, 
1982, fees were $27.75 per credit hour for residents and $54.25 per credit 
hour for non-residents. Persons who enroll in more than 1 5 hours pay $3.50 
per credit hour more for each hour above 15. Fees do not include the cost 
of books. Summer sessions fees are the same per credit hour as the 
regular fees. 

FHSU offers two women’s residence halls, two men’s residence halls, 
one co-ed residence hall, and married student housing. Students joining 
Greek organizations have a choice of staying in living quarters at one of 
the sororities or fraternities or on campus. Students who qualify to live 
off campus can find apartments within walking distance of the University 
and women who wish may live off campus in the Clovia House.
